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T H E IRO NICA L SCOTT CASE. 
\ T ,OUT the time that Russell Scott, condemned to die 
* * Un the murder of a clerk in a drug: store hold up and 
adjudged insane after thrice slipping through the hangman's 
non.**, was leaving Chicago for the asylum, the father of 
the murdered boy appeared at detective bureau with what 
seemed to be a strange request. 
He asked for the clothes that his son was wearing on 
the night that he was slain. 
In reply to questions he said 
that he did not want the clothes as “keepsakes” but to 
wear, so that he “would be better dressed when he tried to 
get a new job." 
He explained that he had been ill and that his daugh­ 
ter, since the murder of his son, had been the sole support 
of the family. 
A t present the family is in sore straits. 
Scott may be insane, now'. 
In fact it is doubtful if any 
man who is under sentence to die can be anything but in­ 
sane when the actual time for his execution arrives. 
The 
mental strain m ust be such as to cause Insanity in nearly , 
every case. 


It is not the purpose here to discuss whether or not 
such men ought to be hung or to discuss capital punish­ 
ment. . Be those things as they may, the fact now remain* 
that Russell Scott, murderer, is to be taken away to be­ 
come a burden on the state and live in physical comfort, 
likely until he dies. 


The family of the man killed by Scott, having been sin­ 
ned against, have to fight a hard battle to keep the grim 
spectres of hunger and cold from the home. 
There is a terrible irony in the murdered being fed, 
while the family of the murdered man goes hungry. 
Scott seems to he sane enough in many ways. 
He 
ought to be made to work, within the confines of an insti­ 
tution. at some occupation that would prove enumerative, 
if even in a small way, and the money he carns ought to be 
turned over to the murdered man’s family. 
And this not for a year or two years but for Scott’s 
life. 


FO R D AN D H IS FLEET. 
U/"\N the face of the transaction,” says the Dayton Journal, 
'“'Henry Ford made an excellent deal when he bought 
200 shipping hoard vessels, which originally cost more than 
$100,OOO .GOC* ,000, for $1,706,000. 
But the chances he as­ 
sumes are commensurate with the shrinkage, and only time 
and experience can show whether or not the bargain is as 
good as it appeared to be when made.” 
The paper goes 
on to say: 


“Ford is taking a collection of ships at practically their 
junk value. 
H e frankly explained this in his bid, which 
was the best of the lot submitted. 
Other bidders, too, were 
not optimistic over their chances to make sound vessels out 
of the ships which have been tied up at wharves since war 
days, a factevidenced by the conservative bids they made. 
If Ford can take this collection and get even IO per cent, 
seaworthy ships out of the number without making any 
big expenditures, he will have made a fair bargain. 
“But the use of the ships in the end will determine 
whether Ford made,a wise move in going into the shipping 
business. 
His various plants permit him to become his 
own shipper for two-way freight and thus give him a big 
advantage in the beginning. 
But if he has any considerable 
number of ships in operation he will have to get other busi­ 
ness to keep them going 
and 
here 
he 
will 
meet 
some 
strenuous competition. 


‘.The people would like to see their greatest manufac­ 
turer make a success in his new business adventure. 
It he 
can establish the nucleus of the great American merchant 
marine, his success will attract other bidders for the na­ 
tion's ships if it is decided to sell them and better prices 
fcr the vessels can be obtained. 
On the other hand if it is 
decided to remain in the shipping business the government 
can use to better ad v a n ta g e and far more profitably a few' 
great ships rather than maintain hundreds of ships still in 
its possession, although only one-third of the number are 
ic operation.
